Cross-Country Trails 
Open at Hanson Hills 


Cross-country skiers — eager to use some 


_ Of the best trails in the state — were skiing 
on Hanson Hills trails as early as November 


15 this year. 

Recent rain and warm weather held the 
cross-country skiers back a few days, but 
when enough snow arrives, the trails will be 
open seven days a week at Hanson Hills. 

The cross-country trails at Hanson Hills, a 
recreation area partially supported by a 
county millage, will be groomed, packed, 
and double-tracked throughout the season. 
There are 36 kilometers of trails for begin- 
ners to experts. 

The cross-country ski lodge at the park 
has been expanded and finished inside. Scott 
Remsing, manager at Hanson Hills, said 
several trails have been widened at Hanson 
Hills to accommodate the cross-country 
skiers who are using the skating technique. 

Opening day for the downhill slopes 
depends on the snowfall, but Remsing is 
looking at December 20 as a possible date. 
The park opened for downhill skiing last 

year on Decemher 20. 

Regular hours for the seven downhill 
slopes (five are lighted) will be 6 to 10 p.m. 
Monday, Thursday, and Friday, 10 a.m. to 
10 p.m. Saturday, and 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Sun- 
day. 

During the Christmas holiday season, the 
park will be open 12 noon to 10 p.m. every- 
day except Christmas when it will be closed. 


On Christmas Eve and New Year’s Eve, the 
park will close early at 5 p.m. The holiday 
hours begin Dec. 20 and goto January 3rd. 

The park will be open some school snow 
days. Skiers can call 517/348-9266 for up- 
dated conditions at the park. 

Remsing said the hills need about 12 inch- 
es of snow before downhill skiing can begin. 

“We need a six-inch base of snow to open 
and it takes a good 12 inches of snow once we 
pack it down,” said Remsing. 


Among the improvements at the main ski 
lodge are new metal lockers and painted 
floors and walls. Hanson Hills also has new 
rental equipment. The park now offers new 
Elan skis with Nordica boots and hook in- 
tegral bindings. 

Remsing said memberships for Hanson 
Hills are now available at the same prices 
as last year. Remsing encouraged families 
and individuals to take advantage of the 
low-cost memberships because tow tickets 
and rental equipment prices have been in- 
creased sughily. 

A family membership for a county resi- 
dent is $100 for downhill and cross-country 
skiing and $50 for just cross-country skiing. 
An individual membership for downhill and 
cross-country skiing is $45 and $20 for just 


‘cross-country skiing.

Skyline will offer 
eight downhill ski slopes this year with eight 
rope tows and one double chair lift. Skyline 
has a lodge with ski shop, cafeteria, and ren- 
tal equipment available. 

Regular hours for Skyline will be 10 a.m. 
to5 p.m. daily. Beginning Saturday, Decem- 
ber 27, Skyline will offer night skiing Wed- 
nesdays and Saturdays 6:30 to 10 p.m. In- 
structional classes are also offered.

The Cross Country Ski Shop, located he- 
hind the Grayling Holiday Inn, reports 
skiers using both trails there since the first 
heavy snowfall. Two trails, 1.1 miles and 2.5 
miles, are open free to the public seven days 
a week. The trails are not lighted but often 
the moonlight or lights from town make it 
bright enough to ski. The trails are groomed 
and tracked. 

The Cross Country Ski Shop is open seven 
days a week from 9 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. on 
weekdays and 10 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. on week- 
ends, The shop has a full line of skiing equip- 
ment and 100 pairs of cross-country ski ren- 
tals. Instructional courses are available.

Forbush Corners, located east of Fred- 
eric, has more than 12 miles of marked 
trails including a one-kilometer lighted 
trail. Forbush trails link with about 17.5 
miles of Hartwick Pines trails. 

Forbush has a full line of ski equipment 
and rental equipment. It also has a warming 
house and a bunkhouse. The trails are 
usually groomed everyday and there are 
tracks for both types of skiing, the tradition- 
al style and the skating technique. For more

In addition to the Hartwick Pines trails, 
North Higgins Lake State Park in Crawford 
County has about 10 miles of trails. The cost 
to enter state parks with a motor vehicle is

charge. 

A new cross-country ski trail — about 12 
miles long — has been added in the Mason 
Tract from Chase Bridge to Smith Bridge on 
the north side of the river.

Army National Guard 
Adds 2 New Units 
To Camp Grayling 


Two new Michigan Army National Guard 
units will be added ¢ Camp Grayling in 
1987, 

The 745th Explosive Ordnance Detach- 
ment will have 10-12 guards in it and Com- 
pany C of the 446th Attack Helicopter Bat- 
talion will have about 38 guards in it, ac- 
cording to Major Michael H. Johnson, 
Public Affairs Officer for the Deparenient of 
Military Affairs. 

_pohnson said some of the approximately 

36 positions wiil be full-time jobs based in 
rte 

Colonel Richard Schmidt, Camp Grayling 
Commander, said the new 745th Explosive 
Ordnance Detachment will be based at 
Camp Grayling and will take care of un- 
exploded rounds and other ordnance duties. 

Johnson said the new Company C of the 
446th Attack Helicopter Battalion will be 
based at the Army Grayling Airfield. He 
said approximately 12 aircraft will be based 
at the airfield year-round. 


Johnson said with the increase in full-time 
positions at Camp Grayling next year, the 
camp could become the largest employer in 
Crawford County. 

In addition to the new units based at Camp 
Grayling, Major General Vernon Andrews, 
the Adjutant General of Michigan, an- 
nounced a new Company D 1st Battalion 246 
Armor unit with an authorized strength of 84 
guards will be placed in northwest Mich- 
igan. The tank unit will be located in a city 


near Grayling to take advantage of the 
training facilities. 

About 800 new guard positions are planned 
for 1987 in Michigan. Grayling will receive 
about 50, the new tank unit northwest of 
Grayling will have about 84, and the upper 
peninsula is receiving about 400 new posi- 
tions. The remaining new positions will be 
added downstate. 

‘Because the Department of Army’ s end 
strength has been capped by congress, the 
decision has been made to increase the 


‘strength of the National Guard to 500,000 in 


the next five years. Because of Michigan’s 
demographics, we believe Michigan’s “‘fair 
share” of the growth to be about 3,000 addi- 
tional Guardsoldiers. We are going to add 
about 800 Guard spaces in our force struc- 
ture in 1987 and will be working hard to 
recruit these units to strength,” said 
Andrews. 

“We feel we can do this as the Army 
Guard in Michigan is now the highest it has 
ever been at 12,041 or 112.03 per cent of our 
authorized strength.” 

‘There is much to be done when we estab- 
lish new units and the Guard Headquarters 
staff will be working hard on determining 
when the units can be organized, where they 
will be housed and who the new full-time 
staff will be. It will be a busy and exciting 
time for the Michigan National Guard and it 
won’t happen overnight. But in the long run, 
the Guard will be bigger and better trained 
than ever before.” 


‘Swamp Tax’ Boost 
Gives County *157,000 


Crawford County will receive $157,000 
more in “‘swamp tax” next year because of 
a state bill pushing state payments from 


' $1.50 an acre to $2.50 an acre. 


The state pays a fee in lieu of property 
taxes (also known as the swamp tax) to 
local units of government for all tax revert- 
ed state land. Tax reverted lands become 
state property following abandonment or 
non-payment of property taxes for a number 
of years. 

Crawford County has 157,000 acres — the 
second highest amount among 16 counties in 
mid-Michigan. Roscommon County leads 
with 173,333 acres. Kalkaska has 129,000,

Montmorency 109,000, Presque Isle 80,000, 
Ogemaw 68,000, Missaukee 68,000, Benzie 
57,000, Oscoda 54,000, Lake 54,000, Alpena 
38,000, Wexford 38,000, Tosco 23,000, 
Manistee 16,500, Alcona 7,000, and Leelanau 
5,000. 

The extra tax dollars will be split three 
ways: 40 percent to the county, 40 percent to 
the townships, and 20 percent to the school 
districts. 

The extra revenue comes at an important 
time for Crawford County, which will lose 
about $170,000 in revenue sharing from the 
federal government in 1987.

Leads To Extra Tax Money 


Thanks to some research work and lobby- 
ing by county commissioner Garland ‘‘Bud’’ 
Joyce, Crawford County will receive an ad- 
ditional $26,000 next year in state dollars. 

The extra money comes from a bill, called 
the Crawford County Land Act, passed by 
the state legislature Nov. 19. The bill in- 
creases state payments, in lieu of taxes, 
from ten cents to one dollar an acre for state 
land used for military training. 

Crawford County has 28,900 acres of state 
land used for military training, Kalkaska 
County has 14,300 acres, and Otsego County 
has 1,285 acres. 

The credit for the boost in state payments 
goes mainly to Joyce. Joyce was checking 
into ways to increase state payments on the 
military land when he discovered an im- 
portant definition on the bottom of the 


fourth page of the original 1913 bill concern-. 


ing state payments in lieu of taxes on land 


used by the military. The 1913 bill author- 
ized payment of ‘‘an amount equal to ten 
cents an acre.”’ 

“Given the increase in the cost of living 
over the last 73 years, along with the in- 
crease in taxes, an amount equal to ten 
cents in 1913 is certainly worth $1 in 1986,” 
said Joyce. 

He testified before the Senate Finance 
Committee on April 9 giving a five-minute 
presentation that was short and to the point. 
The Senate Finance Committee passed the 
bill proposal unanimously onto the Senate. 
Senator Connie Binsfeld, of the 36th District, 
introduced the bill and helped it pass 
through legislative channels. . 

The extra revenue will be split this way: 
48 percent to the Crawford AuSable School 
District, 42 percent to the county, 7 percent 
to the townships, and about 3 percent to the 
COOR Intermediate School District.

What To Look For When 
Buying a Snowthrower 


If you’re in the market for 
a snowthrower, there’s a 
wide variety of models avail- 
able ranging in size from 
small units weighing under 


.15 pounds for light snow to 


large commercial units 
weighing more than 300 
pounds. In between is a new 
generation of mid-size 
models that can perform as 
well as large models. 

. Small and mid-size snow- 
throwers are called ‘‘single- 
stage’”’ machines. They 
gather the snow with a high- 
speed rotor and throw it out 
of the machine in a single 
action. Large models are 
called ‘“‘two-stage.”” A two- 
stage model breaks up the 
snow with a_ slow-turning 
auger, then passes the snow 
to a high-speed system

which blows it out through a 
chute. 

Single-stage units cost 
about $230 to $500 and weigh 
17 to 75 pounds. Two-stage 
machines weigh 140 to 300 
pounds and usually sell for 
about $650 to $1,500. 

How far and high can it 
throw snow? These are the 
critical factors in measuring 
the performance of a snow- 
thrower. Youll want a 
model that will throw snow 
clear of wide driveways, not 
part of the way across where 
it will need throwing again. 
Almost important is how 
many inches of snow can the 
machine handle in a single 
pass’ A snowthrower should 
be able to handle the deepest 
single snowfalls you receive 
in one pass while throwing 
snow over any drifts that 
tend to build up around your 
house. 

Smaller snowthrowers can 
throw snow five to 15 feet 
and are suitable for clearing 
sidewalks or narrow drive- 
ways. Most mid-size units 
can throw snow 15 to 20 feet, 
while large two-stage 
models are needed to throw 
snow up to 30 feet. 

With care, operating a 
snowthrower isn't danger- 
ous. But you should always 
stop the engine before reach- 
ing into the throwing area 
for any reason. Also, when 
shopping for a snowthrower, 
look for a model with all 
moving parts (except the 
blades) enclosed to keep 
hands and clothing away 


from hot or moving parts. 

Another factor in choosing 
a snowthrower is control of 
the snow stream.

Subject To Fines 


Property owners piling 
snow high along roadways 
and shoulders or pushing it 
into or across the street can 
cause hazardous conditions 
for motorists, and the Mich- 
igan Department of Trans- 
portation (MDOT) warns 
that it’s also against the law. 


State law prohibits busi- 
nesses and citizens from 
dumping snow on roadways 
and shoulders or piling it so 
high at driveway entrances 
that it obstructs the vision of 
motorists. 

The department recom- 
mends residents keep the 
shoulder in front of their 
driveways clear and also 
clear snow for a short dis- 
tance from the driveway in 
the direction of approaching 
traffic. 

Large businesses should 
make special arrangements 
ahead of time to remove 
snow from their driveway 
entrances and driveways. In 
some cases it may be 
necessary to truck snow 


away from parking 
facilities. ; 
Violators leave  them- 


selves open to fines and law- 
suits for public liability and 
property damage.

The federal government is needed to 
heip in the effort to clean the Great Lakes. 

While Michigan state and local govern- 
ments are meeting most of its goals 
toward protecting and improving the 
Great Lakes, help from the federal govern- 
ment is needed to assure that all plans to 
maintain the quality of the lakes is met, 
Thomas Martin, director of the state’s of- 
fice of the Great Lakes said. 

President Reagan’s recent decision to 
veto the 1986 clean water act wili hurt the 
Great Lakes because it contained $50 
million for future funding of water quality 
control and research projects, he said. 

“Frankly, one of our frustrations is, 
while the states are making increased 
financial and policy commitments, you see 
the federal government pulling back,’’ he 
said. 

The programs planned for the Great 
Lakes clean up and management cannot 
be implemented by the states and local 
communities alone. They wil! require help 
from the federal government, Martin add- 
ed. 

The $50 million contained in the federal 
clean water act was money the state was 
counting on for its Great Lakes programs 
over the next five years. 

“The state has spent more money on the 
Great Lakes, the record is there to be seen, 
but we can’t do it alone,” Martin said. 

In releasing the 1986 ‘‘State of the Great 
Lakes”’ report, Martin said the state had 
accomplished 90 percent of its Great Lakes 
goals in 1985. 

Those goals included expanded fish 
monitoring for contaminants and 
poliutants, a toxic substance control 
agreement signed by all the Great Lakes 
governors, implementation of flood and 
erosion control protection for homeowners 
along the lakes shores, and a statement of 
principle against oil drilling signed by all 
the governors and the premier of Ontario. 

- 1985 goals which were not accomplished 
included increasing the importance of 
economic development considerations in 
developing marinas and other recreational 
areas, and completion of plans for a port 
development system. 

For the remainder of 1986, goals include 
forming a Great Lakes Congress to give

GOVERNOR SEEKS WAIVER OF 
PENALTY ON JOBLESS DEBT 

For the second straight year, Governor 
James Blanchard is seeking a waiver of 
the federai penalty tax on a debt business- 
es incurred during the 1980’s recession. 

If granted under provisions permitting a 
waiver due to a strengthened unemploy- 
ment trust fund, employers would not have 
to directly pay $166 million in penalties in 
January. 

The governor has authorized the $166 
million payment to the federal account 
from the $932 million cash reserve built up 
in the state trust fund. 

Employers currently owe the federal 
government about $1.2 billion. Since it 
carries no interest, state officials are in- 
vesting the cash reserve and spreading out 
the repayments of the federal debt by pay- 
ing the annual penalty which is assessed 
until the debt is repaid. 

Employers borrowed a total of $2.6 
billion in the recession, when massive un- 
employment ciaims depleted reserves and 
outstripped the revenue produced by em- 
ployer taxes. 

Last year, the first time the state quali- 
fied for a waiver, employers saved $152 
million. 

The tax was paid in 1982, 1983 and 1984.

Such is a justified reaction in looking 
at the November 4 voting results around 
the country.

Try this explanation of Michigan 
results, from a report entitled “Inside the 
Michigan GOP,” prepared by Chairman 
Spencer Abraham for party faithful: 

“DESPITE LOSING the governor’s 
seat in this year’s election, the Michigan 
Republican party proved its institutional 
and technical strength by retaining control 
of the state Senate, retaining all of our 
congressional seats, and gaining a. state 
Supreme Court seat,” reads the report. 

Sound a bit like whistles in the dark?

Well, that’s not at all clear to Gov.
